Powell, 56 years old and normal- 
ly a 160-pounder, now weighs 


around 75 pounds. 

He lost all but the heels of both 
feet as a result of beriberi and 
gangrene which set in during cold, 
solitary confinement, inadequate 
food and lack of medical care un- 
til recently. 

The Japanese summoned an 
American doctor when they real- 
ized that Powell’s life was endan- 
gered. He Is now making slow 
but steady progress aboard the 
Swedish liner Gripsholm, which is 
to carry 1100 North and South 
Americans returning from Japa- 
nese territory. 

, Powell was formerly a professor 
in the Journalism School at the 
University of Missouri. 

Those Left in China. 

More than 2000 American civil- 
ians remain behind in Japanese- 
occupied China, where they face 
the tightening conditions of war, 

“The prime necessity is getting 
them home as soon as possible,” i 
is emphasized by the civilian 
ers included in the first exchange 
‘of nationals between the United 
States and Japan. 

Most of those left behind are 
well, living in their own homes 
where they can still afford to and 
are provided with funds when their 
personal resources are exhausted. 

In late June when we left 
Shanghai, where alone 1500 Ameri- 
cans remain, it already was feared 
that conditions soon would deterio- 
rate.

Her Story of Life in 


Manila Prison Camp 


Mentions U. S. Air Raid There 


in January. 


The following was written by 
Jennifer White, wife of Associated 
Press Correspondent James OD. 
White, who was caught at Manila, 
en route to the United States, at 
the outbreak of war in the Pacific. 
She was interned with British and 
American Civilians at Santo Tomas 
University when Manila fell.

LOURENCO MARQUES, Portu- 
guese East Africa, July 23—(De- 
layed) — (AP). — The Japanese 
guards: at Manila’s internment 
camp frequently asked us: “How 
can you Americans be so happy 
here?” 

Apparently they were unable to 
understand how 3200 civilian in- 
ternees were able to work cheer- 
fully without showing a sign of 
fear or shame at being Japanese 
prisoners. 

The Japanese themselves con- 
tributed to this state of mind, since 
we hed the run of the grounds 
during the day and there were 
only 10 guards. Once seven of 
these were ill with the result that 
only three soldiers were on guard 
over us. 

The Japanese imposed only the 
most general rules. Otherwise we 
were permitted to govern our- 
selves. 

That was the secret of our hap- 
1 |/piness in detention. We ran our- 
selves. The American way of life 
prevailed inside the camp. 

Camp Organization. 

In five months of internment I 
learned more American history 
than tn my school years. Some of 
it was made before my eyes and 
I participated in it. The disor- 
dered throng of 3200 persons herd- 
ed into the oldest university of the 
Orient became an sei com- 
munity. 

At random. the Japanese picked 

A. R. Carroll, a Manila insur- 
ance agent, as chairman of the 
camp’s executives, but the other of- 
ficers, including 27 department 
heads, were chosen by the inter- 
nees. We had our own police, 
more than 200, working 24-hour 
patrols, and a sanitation and |W 
health department with more than 
500 workers. 

There was also a sizeable hospi- 
tal and a newspaper called Camp 
Affairs, published semi-weekly and 
edited by Russell Brineg of the 
Associated Press; a central kitch- 
en, community feeding, a fire de- 
partment and a sports and music 
committee. There were college 
courses in everything from engin- 
eering to Chinese and there was 
schooling for the children, 

We converted.a junk pile into a 
vegetable garden which eventually 
supplied two-thirds of the commu- 
nity’s needs, 

Weekly Entertainment. 

The internees built a portable 
stage, weekly entertainments were 
held, a fund for indigents was es- 
tablished and there were religious 
services for all sects. There even 
was a Rotary Club and a Junior 


League. 

If we needed anything we/didn’t 
have we generally made it out of 
odds and ends. 

The first internees arrived at 
Santo Tomas University on Jan. 4. |

bankers volunteered for the gar- 
bage collection detail. 
Persons who had been living 
over-well began to look and feel 
better than they had for years.

The way Americans made the 
best of what they had came to the 
rescue in the crowded conditions. 
More than 460 women on one dor- 
mitory floor shared three showers 
which internees themselves built.

On the mén’s 
side the conditions were about the 
same with a per capita area in 
the dormitories of 30 square feet. 

The camp had towns such as 
Shantytown and Glamorville, the 
latter being regarded as choice 
real estate. Signs like Fifth Ave- 
nue, Broadway, Market Street and 
Piccadilly appeared and some nos- 
talgic soul put up one saying, 
“Subway entrance.” 
marked “Los Angeles City Limits” 
near the commufal washing 
trough. 

Individual shacks could be used 
until roll call each night at 9 
o’clock: 

Then we reported to the room 
monitors who w¢re responsible for 
our presence and behavior to the 
higher officials who were answer- 
able to the Japanese. 

Generally we saw no Japanese 
except a few guards wandering 
about in slippers watching the 
businesslike doings of their incom- 
prehensible prisoners.

The dinner menu was meat stew 
once a week, beans many ways, 
macaroni, sweet potatoes, _ rice, 
eggs, and green vegetables once a 
week. Dessert was served twice 
a week, There was chicken on 
Sunday, and turkey on Washing- 
ton’s birthday. Usually there was 
plenty but the diet was unbalanced 
and some pellagra and beri-beri ap- 
peared. 

I found it difficult to purchase 
necessities but was able to barter 
and once traded safety pins for a 
knife and fork. 

The Japanese were careful about 
health conditions with 100 per 
cent vaccinations and inoculations 
which resulted in the virtual elim- 
ination of communicable diseases. 
I served in the hospital, doing vol- 
unteer duty and aiding in the 
handling of 150 patients daily.

WASHINGTON, July 25 (AP).— 
The War Labor Board told the 


"|AFL and CIO today that when 


they failed to settle jurisdictional 
disputes without stoppages of 
work the board would invoke arbi- 


tration. 

The board’s labor members dis- 
sented from this decision, notice 
of which was sent to William 
Green, president of the AFL, 
Philip Murray, president of the 
CIO. 

The board said it had adopted 
this resolution, with the labor 
members dissenting: 

“Be it resolved, that the War 
Labor Board calls the attention 
of the AFL and the CIO to the 
fact that jurisdictional disputes 
during the war period’ should be 
settled by machinery set up by 
the two labor organizations. 

“Whenever the two labor or- 
ganizations fail to settle without 
delay a jurisdictional dispute that 
has led to a stoppage of work, 
the War Labor Board will appoint 
an arbitrator to render a deci- 
sion, which decision shall be final 
and binding on the parties.”

For Post-War Spurt U rged 


Curtiss-Wright Engineer Gives Picture of 
Great Plane Traffic in Future, Backs 
Bond Issue as ‘Insurance.’ : 


Post-war development of avia- 
tion, with huge cargo planes carry- 
ing 30 tons of express and 100 
place passenger planes operating 
on major routes served by adequate 
airports was envisioned yesterday 
by George A. Page Jr., director of 
engineering for the airplane divi- 
sion of Curtiss-Wright Corporation. 

Page, who has participated in the 
creation of 60 types of planes, in- 
cluding some of the principal cur- 
rent military models, pointed ‘out 
that military plane production lines 
may be partly converted overnight 
to commercial use. The aviation 
picture will change so quickly, he 
said, that it is imperative that air- 
port facilities able to accommodate 
the new type of air traffic be pro- 
vided in advance. 


“From a geographical and com- 
mercial standpoint,” Page said, “St. 
Louis is a logical major point on 
the post-war transcontinental sys- 
tem. It is admirably situated also 
as a central point for lines serv- 
ing the north and south and for 
lines serving the northwest and 
southeast. 


Bond Issue ‘Insurance.’ 

“But airport facilities, much 
greater than anything we have 
now, must be provided. They may 
be assured by passage of the $4,- 
500,000 airport bond issue which is 
to be voted upon Aug. 4. Success 
of the bond proposal is insurance 
for the future, guaranteeing St. 
Louis its place in an aeronautical 
development which will make the 
traffic of today seem small,” 

Page said that although Lambert- 
St. Louis Field was the busiest air- 
port in the country during May, 
with 22,713 landings and takeoffs, 
post-war aviation traffic will show 
a “tremendous increase in volume.” 
Not only would the big cargo shipm 
and passenger planes pass through 
on scheduled flights, he said, but 
there would be a multiplicity of 
smaller planes—some of them larg- 
er than those flying today—branch- 
ing off on feeder lines which serve 
smaller communities with second- 
ary fields, unable to accommodate 
the airliners on the major trans- 
continental lines, 

Probable Types Described, 

Describing the probable types of 
planes in general use in the near 
future, Page said 100-ton planes, 
suitable for oceanic and transcon- 
tinental service, would probably be 
powered by four motors. Such a 
cargo plane, he said, would meéas- 
ure 225 feet from wing tip to wing 
tip, would be 40 feet high and 125 
feet long. 

Cruising speed would be about 
225 miles an hour, less than for 
passenger planes, and cargo planes 
would stop at principal airports for 
the reception and discharge of car- 
go. Rates, he said, would be in 
“easy reach” of commercial users 
since plane operators have no ex- 
pensive rights of way to acquire 
and maintain. He likened their 
operation to that of ocean going 
vessels, needing only suitable alr- 
ports as ships need adequate har- 
bors. :

One of the contentions which 
the court overruled was to the ef- 
fect that the employes of certain 
commissions and of the Board of 
Aldermen were exempted from the 
provisions of the amendment, and 
that this constituted illegal dis- 
crimination. 

Public Office Not Property. 


“It has been uniformly held,” 
Judge Hays wrote, “that a public 
office ig not property, and that 
the right to be appointed to a 
public office is not a valuable. or 
property. right within the protec- 
tion of the due-process clause.” 


He overruled also attacks on 
tthe provisions prohibiting city em- 
ployes from political service, coer- 
cion or fund. solicitation. 


“There are Many governmental 
employes,” Judge Hays said, “who 
have nothing to do with fixing pub- 
lic policy, and whose sole function 
is to perform ministerial duties. 
There is no necessity of maintain- 
ing popular control over the choice 
of such officers. The only criterion 
to be applied to their selection is 
that of efficiency. It is well known 
that the efficiency of such minis- 
terial officers is greatly decreased 
when we frequently change our em- 
ployed personnel. 

“Real efficiency is gained 
through long experience, and the 


‘| public can be assured of the serv- 


ice of the highest type of individ- 
uals only when some sort of per- 
manent tenure is guaranteed.” 
The prohibition against fund so- 
licitation, Judge Hays said, “serves 
as a necessary safeguard to office- 
holders themselves.” The other 
prohibitions against political activ- 
ity, he said, would help to free 


‘lelections from “the dominating in- 


fluence of a bureaucracy intent on 
maintaining itself: in power.” The 
Court denied also that, as charged, 
the limitations on city employes 
were a denial of the constitutional 
right of free speech, 

The Court sustained the charter 
amendment provision for mainte- 
nance of the commission by an ob- 
ligatory appropriation of .not less 
than one-half of 1 per cent of the 
city’s payroll for personal services 
in the previous year. He held also 
that the six-year term of the com- 
mission’s members was not in vio- 
lation of the State Constitution. 


Mandamus Suit. 


Justice James M. Douglas wrote 
the opinion in two suits filed by 
Edgar H. Wayman, former City 
Counselor, in the names of three 
discharged city employes. One 
suit was for a mandamus proceed- 
ing, to compel the Civil Service 
Commission to hear the appeals 
of the three. The writ of man- 
damus was granted, directing the 
commission to hear the appeals 
within a reasonable time. 

Wayman’s other petition, for a 
writ of prohibition to keep the 
Efficiency Board, predecessor 
tody of the commission, from 
hearing the appeals, was also 
granted, the Court holding that 
the board had no jurisdiction to 
hear the appeals.

The OCD will 
sell scrap collected at filling sta- 
tions to junk dealers, with pro- 
ceeds going to the United Service 
Organizations and other welfare ore 
ganizations 

Household fats: Mrs. T. M. Say- 
man, chairman. Pour used cooking 

fat—bacon grease, meat drippings, 
frying . fatse—through a strainer 
into a clean, wide-mouthed can and 
keep in a cool, dark place. When 
a pound or more is collected, take 
it to a meat .dealer, preferably 
during the first half of the week, 
who will pay 4 cents a pound for 
it. Do not use glass containers or 
paper bags and do not let fats 
stand so long that they become 
rancid, 

Tin cans: Taylor Bryan, chair- 
man. Wash thoroughly, inside and 
out; and remove paper wrappings. 
Cut out the unopened end, fold in 
both ends and flatten the can by 
stepping on it so that it will occupy 
less space. Keep the prepared cans 
until collection dates are an- 
nounced. Cone-shaped cans, or 
cans which contained paint,, var- 
nish or floor polish are useless.

Proceeds from the sale of any rub- 
ber donated to filling stations will 
be used to pay the cost of handling 
the rubber, with additional funds 
going to service welfare organiza- 
tions, 

Paper: Robert Johnston, chair- 
man. St. Louisans are asked 
to continue to collect newspapers, 
magazines, cardboard boxes, etc., 
and donate them to charities or 
sell them to junk dealers, 

A contract establishing a scrap 
rubber depot for sorting and stor- 
ing scrap rubber collected in St. 
Louis -and nearby areas will be 
signed this week by the city and 
the Federal Government. The de- 
pot will be on seven acres of land 
near the Bissell’s Point water 
pumping station, east of Broadway 
and north of Ferry street. The 
city’s electric railway tracks run 

past the site. Capacity of the 
depot will be 20,000 tons. 
Urges Co-operation. 

“The urgency of this campaign 
cannot be over-emphasized,” Smi- 
ley said. “I hope that every house- 
wife in the city will clip out this 
story and pin it up in her kitchen 
as a constant reminder of what 
she can do--and how she can do 
it—to aid us in converting these 
millions of pounds of scrap into 
bullets, explosives, tanks, planes, 
ships and guns. 

“Let none of us think that the 
few pounds of scrap he or she will 
find about the house is not impor- 
tant. If everyone in St. Louis con- 
tributed orfy 10 pounds of scrap 
metal, we would salvage 4075 tons. 
If this rate can be realized na- 
tionally, we can salvage 650,000 
tons. We have no moral right to 
let that kind of tonnage lie idle, 
and. there unquestionably is much 
more tonnage than this available.”

J. Edgar Hoover, 
Of Duty, Too Busy to Celebrate 


Ending 25th Year 


F. B. I. Chief Is Congratulated by Roosevelt 
and Biddle on Anniversary of Appoint- 
ment to Department of Justice. 


WASHINGTON, July 25 (AP).— 
The world’s most widely. known 
law enforcement officer received 


congratulations from President 
Roosevelt and other high officials 
today on a quarter century of serv- 
ice, but was too busy to celebrate 
Tomorrow marks the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of the appointment of 
J. r Hoover as a “special em- 
ploye” of the Department of Jus- 
tice. Hoover, now 47 years old, 
has headed the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation since 1924, 
Congratulating him, President 
Roosevelt said his service had been 
“conspicuous in efficiency, in ef- 
fectiveness and in results.” 
Attorney General Biddle summed 
up Hoover’s accomplishment with 
“You have built up from nothing 
an extraordinarily able and effi- 
cient service for detecting and 
punishing crime throughout the 
United States.” : 
Hoover’s 25 years in the Depart- 
ment of Justice covers the “Red” 
raids of the World War era; the 
rise of gangsterism, and its virtual 


elimination after the F. B. I. armed 
‘its agents; a sudden rise and de- 
cline in kidnapings; a near end 
to bank robberies, and a new 
World War, with the tremendous 
job of guarding the United States 
against fifth-column methods. 

The last job is the biggest 
Hoover has undertaken. The task 
is concentrated in North America, 
but it extends to every corner of 
the earth. His men, quadrupled 
‘in number. since the European 
War began, broke up two large 
espionage rings before America 
entered the conflict. 

They, have taken into custody 
nearly 10,000 aliens of enemy na- 
tionality. With the arrest of eight 
Nazis, they apparently wrecked a 
German sabotage program before 
a single fuse was lighted. 

All of this delights Hoover, but 
he has little time for anything but 
work. Today he divided the morn- 
ning between ‘the trial of the eight 
Nazis and the graduation of the 
nineteenth class in the F. B. I. 
National Police Force Academy 
which he founded in 1935.

Bri. Ben Harold FS Dieie 
Heads Service That Not 
Only Delivers Materials at 
Fighting Fronts But Also 
Brings Critically Needed 
Items Back Here.

WASHINGTON, July 25. 

ITH Brig. Gen. Harold L. George at 
Wi: head of the table, members of the 

staff of the new unified Air Transport 
Command were considering the other day 
some of the problems involved in supplying 
their far-flung bases. From Bernt Balchen, 
flying pioneer in command of a base up near 
the. North Pole, a request had come for 
parkas for his men. Mosquito boots were 
in demand for the force staffing a base on 
the Red Sea. Bibles, baseball bats, airplane 
parts, letters from home, porterhouse 
steaks, these and a myriad of necessaries 
of war are part of the cargo that the Air 
Transport Command is carrying to the 
corners of the earth. 

Much of what the new command is do- 
ing, including the geography of its remark- 
able expansion, is secret, but the job is so 
big, its implications so startling for the 
future, that at least its general outline is 
known. 

Not merely small things, essential to the 
morale and the comfort.-of Americans wher~ 
ever they may be, but vital materials in 
sizable amounts are being carried on the 
sky routes of the globe. Not long ago two 
sky trucks brought from: India seven tons 
of a rare kind of mica necessary for war 
production. Such cargoes are coming in 
almost daily from the Far East and from 
Latin America. And this is only the begin- 
ning. American air transport, of men and 
materials, is still in the developmental 
stage. 


Nazi Transport Planes 

Carry Division, Equipment. 

Ever since the beginning of the war in 
Europe the Germans have made extensive 
use of air transports to move whole divi- 
sions complete with their motorized equip- 
ment. Two or three types of cargo planes 
are turned out by mass production methods 
in Germany, the commonest type being the 
Junkers Ju-52, According to one authority 
on air transport, the Germans turn out 2000 
of these a year and they have 10,000 in re- 
serve, for a surprise attack on the British 
Isles perhaps, similar to the air-borne assault 
on Crete. 

Not only’'in such spectacular assaults as 
that on Crete but in other, more routine 
ways the Nazis have made use of their cargo 
carrying planes. On the Russian front the 
official claim made by the Nazis was that 
between June 22, 1941, and Oct. 31 of that 
year 42,000 tons of material was moved up 
in the course of 30,000 trips which added 
up to a total of 12,600,000 miles flown. 

Thus far the number of American cargo 
planes in service is comparatively small, but 
at a press conference at which he announced 
the unified Transport Command, Gen. 
George said that big four-motored ‘planes, 
as large as the largest bombers, were al- 
ready in operation with bigger ones stil] to 
come. Somewhat belatedly the Army Air 
Corps has also begun preparations for the 
use of gliders to carry both men and freight,

sweeping powers over both civilian and mili- 
tary air traffic on America’s air lanes 
throughout the world, controlling the prior- 
ities both for passenger flight and the mill- 
tary transportation of supplies.

It does have the advantage, however, of 
the pioneering done by Pan-American Air- 
ways. Even before the war Pan-American’s 
air lines were extend@d farther than those 
of any other air service in the world. Dur- 
ing the past year and a half they have been 
extended as thofgh by magic, reaching out 
to spots so remote that most Americans do 
not even Know they exist. 


From Brazil to Africa 


Thence to Middle East.

Transcontinental Western Air Lines is 
also doing a flight job under the direction 
of the Transport Command. This is with 
strato-liners that were requisitioned by the 
Army Air Corps in February and then con- 
tracted back to the air lines designated to 
fly the routes. The number of flights and 
the number of planes in service is, of course, 
a military secret, 

A new trans-Atlantic route was established 
a month ago by American Export Air Lines. 
The terminus is in Ireland. Both freight and 
passengers having high priorities are carried 
on the new line. 

Besides the lines regularly operated by 
private air lines under contract, the Trans- 
port Command sends hundreds of its own 


airways. One of the routes operated by the 
Transport Command is to Australia by way 
of a chain of secret bases put into opera- 
tion after Dec. 7. 

The Air Corpse has developed important 
air traffic centers where dozens of flights 
each day ‘come in and go out. At traffic 
centers in the Far East planes come in from 
the African route and go out for China and 
India.

AZI occupation of the European mainland has enabled Adolf 
Hitler to suppress “free” education in the same way he has sup- 
pressed free speech and the free press. 

A prominent American educator, with reliable sources of informa- 
tion, asserts there is today not a single free university in continental 
Europe, by which he means that the faculty and students of no Euro- 
pean institution of higher learning are permitted unrestricted research, 
thought and discussion, the bases of cultura] and scientific education. 


While this view is not subject 
to exact verification because of 
Nazi censorship and propaganda, 
Federal Commissioner of Education 
John W. Studebaker says that it is 
probably correct. 

The intensity of the Hitler- 
Goebbels-Himmler control of high- 
er education shades from the mild 
‘put effective direction of the Bel- 
gian, Dutch and Danish universi- 
ties, where history books were 
confiscated, to attempts to uproot 
and destroy utterly Slavic cultural 
life in devastated Poland and 
Czecho-Slovakia, exemplified by a 
Sudeten German official's state- 
ment after the occupation of 
Prague that the Germans intend- 
ed “to smash the brains out of the 
Czechs.” In Poland 80 per cent 
of the former university professors 
are in concentration camps. 
Nazis in Control. 

Many of the universities in Ger- 
man-occupied Europe are closed or 
have been turned over to Nazi 
sympathizers. In Belgium the 
great University of Brussels was 


jshut down on the pretext that it 


‘was a center of Jewish and Ma- 
sonic conspiracies. At the univer- 
sities of Louvain, Liege and Ghent, 
German commissioners have been 
installed to see that the faculty 
and students are not contaminated 
by forbidden subjects. 

Denmark has been given more 
indirect treatment and in turn has 
used indirect methods to combat 
German influence. At the Univer- 
sity of Copenhagen; founded more 
than four centuries ago, the Nazi 
overlords forbade the’ traditional 
doctorate disputes, in which the 
candidate for the high degree pub- 
licly debated with specially quali- 
fied professors. Before the Ger- 
man occupation, leading Danish 
newspapers reported columns 
about these “positive disputes,” in 
which candidate and professors 
were expected to speak their minds. 
The Germans feared such free dis- 
cussions might be used to stir up 


opposition. 


Diplomatic Sidestep. 

But when the Nazis suggested 
that an exchange of German and 
Danish .university students would 
be mutually beneficial the diplo- 
matic Danes, while agreeing with! 
the general thesis, pointed out that 
exchange of students with Nor- 
way, Sweden and Finland had been 
in the process of negotiations for 
years, and until these arrange- 
ments could be completed with 
these natural neighbors, a hasty 
exchange with German universi- 
ties might offend their Scandina- 
vian friends. So far these delay- 
ing tactics have succeeded. 

The occupying authorities, how- 
ever, have forced the university 
to “relegate” or dismiss students 
taking part in anti-Nazi demon- 
strations, such as the protest 
against the signing of the anti- 
Comintern pact, but because the 
Nazis want to give the appear- 
ance that Hitler is compassionate 
with those countries which meek- 
ly submit, little publicity is per- 
mitted these incidents.

J. E. M.’s letter provides the occasion to write the 
kind of answer that deserving old people of Missouri 
are entitled to have. This answer begins with the 
estimate of 12,000 persons as the number of elderly 
men and women who would qualify for pensions in 
the whole State of Missouri. It is necessary to go 
back seven years for that estimate, but it was made 
March 12, 1936, by State Senator Jerome M. Joffee, 
who drew his State old-age pension bill to conform 
to the Federal Social Security measure. 

Mr. Joffee based his figure of 12,000 on a com- 
parison of the number of pensioners per capita 
population in states which had pensions at that 
time. Other estimates ran somewhat higher, but no 
one thought of a pension roll larger than from 
25,000 to 30,000, 

The Missouri pension roll for this month carries 
114,934 persons—almost 10 times the figure Mr. 
Joffee expected. And this is not the largest number 
who have received pension checks in any one month. 
The peak was reached last December, when 117,368

No one will begrudge a single, worthy old-age pen- 
sionerhis or her monthly check. On the contrary, 
every person with an ounce of humanity in his soul 
will wish that the monthly checks were larger than 
the $13.46 average paid this month. But it is as clear 
as sunlight that the reason payments to the deserv- 
ing are not what they should be, is because the rolls 
are weighted down with chiselers. 

Five years ago, when the pension roll was 76,365, 
Gov. Stark called on the Social Security Commission 
to “eliminate the chiselers ‘and other unworthy 
cases.” Notwithstanding his appeal, the trend was 
steadily upward. Last year Gov. Donnell, in his 
inaugural and in his special message of June 11, 
asked the Legislature to provide for an adequate 
investigation of pension administration. The Legis- 
lature ignored him both times. 

The chief thing wrong with the old-age pension 
amendment—submitted, let it be remembered, under 
the sponsorship of Floyd P. Lee of St. Joseph, 
a former kleagle of the Ku Klux Klan—is that it 
would freeze in the State Constitution an arbitary 
requirement of an annual automatic appropriation of 
$29,000,000 for pensions and dependent children. No 
matter how many chiselers were cut from the rolls, 
no matter how much the need for pensions might 
be reduced, this fixed charge of $29,000,000 a year 
would stand. ; 

Thus, Proposition No. 5 proposes both an immedi- 
ate raid on the State Treasury and an attempt to 
sew up the future. Its adoption would be.a colossal 
mistake, because it would seriously impair the 
State’s financial structure. 

The best way to show the fallacy behind No. 5 
would be to clean thousands of chiselers off the pen- 
sion rolls between now and November. That would 
reveal the folly of voting a fixed appropriation, 
which is double the present pension expenditures, 
into the State Constitution.

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Crisis in Russia 
Forces Allies to 
Make Decision 


Second Front,

LONDON, July 25. 

HILE the British this week 
Wrsve been somewhat encour- 

aged by Gen. Sir Claude J. E. 
Auchinleck’s attack in Egypt and 
by signs that the British Govern- 
ment at last is following the 
United States Government’s lead in 
post-war thinking, tremendous 
concern is being felt over the Rus- 
sian position. 

The British have known for 
many months that when the real 
German offensive against Russia 
was finally made, the United 
States might well be confronted 
with the most important decision 
of the war. In the early spring, 
it was hoped, in the absence of any 
precise information on Russian 
strength or reserves, that the Rus- 
sians would again be able to fall 
back sufficiently to keep the Ger- 
mans engaged into winter weather. 
It was known that the Russians 
badly needed all kinds of supplies. 

Great efforts have been made to 
get those supplies to Russia. The 
northern supply route is highly 
dangerous—ships being subject to 
aerial and submarine atttack dur- 
ing nearly 24 hours of daylight. 
The southern route, through Iran, 
has been expanded but is still lim- 
ited in capacity, particularly at 
the Russian end-

The United States and Britain 
have been concentrating their 
efforts on opening a really major 
offensive in Western Europe in the 
spring of 1943, in the hope that the 
Russians would be able to hold 
the Germans until the winter, 
when the weather would hold 
them as last year. But it was 
generally believed that if the Rus- 
sian position were to become des- 
perate, with the danger that the 
Soviet Union would be knocked 
out, then the Allied forces would 
have to take the risk of opening 
a perhaps insufficiently prepared 
western front. 

On the other hand, if, as had 
never seemed highly probable, the 
Russians succeeded in driving the 
Germans well back into Europe, 
the British - American armies

OR a people who know much about snakes, the Indian masses 
are astonishingly oblivious to the toothy viper that sways menac- 
ingly at the threshold of their country. 


Mention the Japanese 
will retort with the Indian equiva- 
it is unquestionably true—that for 


all his present troubles he would be a great deal worse off under the 
Japanese than he is now under the British and he will remain un- 


convinced and unfazed. 


The popular apathy, not entirely 
dissimilar to that which pervaded 
the native populations of Burma, 
Malaya and the Dutch East Indies 
before the storm broke, is—next 
to the task of defense—Britain’s 
biggest problem .in India. It will 
be aggravated many-fold if Mo- 
handas K, Gandhi launches his 
contemplated mass civil disobedi- 
ence movement. It will be full of 
explosive possibilities if the Jap- 
anese actually invade India. 

Nobody knows for certain how 
big and how active the “fifth col- 
umn” is in India. The British al- 
ready have cracked down hard on 
the “Forward Bloc,” whose leader, 
Subhas Chandra Bose, fled to Ger- 
many early in the war and since 
has been broadcasting frequently 
to the Indian people over Axis 
stations. Nevertheless, Bose is not 
without a considerable following 
of sympathizers and there is noth- 
ing to prevent Indian radio listen- 
ers from tuning in on his broad- 
casts, which they do. 

Bose’s home province is popu- 
lous Bengal which also is recog- 
nized as the most probable source 
of “fifth column” activity. Bengal 
is not only one of the most vital 
industrial regions in India, but 
also most exposed to a possible 
Japanese attack. 


Little Sabotage. 

Considering these things, it is 
surprising that there has been so 
very little sabotage and a com- 
plete absence of terrorism since 
the outbreak of war. Such wreck- 
ing tactics as have been attempted 
have. been mostly of a_ political 
nature. Other mild “fifth col- 
umn” activities come from the 
more violent sections of the Indian 
press which do not seem to realize 
that similar freedom of expression 
would be impossible in any coun- 
try under Japanese or German 
rule. Every day, Indian newspa- 
pers contain severely critical com- 
ments which, if expressed in Japan 
or Germany about the govern- 
ments of those countries, would 
cost the editors their heads. 

The British realize as well as 
anybody that until they enlist the 
sympathy and co-operation of a 
majority of the Indian people, In- 
dia’s war effort will be a ship 
rolling in an ocean of apathy. 
The British recently made a num- 
ber of moves aimed at gaining 
maximum popular support but as 
long as India’s two biggest po 
litical organizations, the Indian 
National Congress and the All- 
India Moslem League, remain 
aloof and non-co-operative, the 
British cannot hope to win over 
more than a small fraction of 
the nation’s 350,000,000 citizens. 

Indian Nationalists all along 
have insisted that the people could 
not and would not throw them- 


selves into the war effort of the) 


United Nations until they were 
given real power in a true natio 

government. The British answer 
was the Cripps Mission. It came 
close to success, but failed. The 
Nationalists said a government on 
the Cripps pattern would not have 
given the Indian masses that “psy-' 
chology of freedom” so wagrege td 
to inspire enthusiasm for the Al- 


but to enlist what support it could 
without the help of the biggest 
people’s organizations, They en- 
larged the Indian representation on 
the Viceroy’s Executive Council, 
organized a so-called National War 
Front, released a number of polit- 
ical prisoners and followed up 
these ‘moves this week with legali- 
zation of the Communist Party. 
These steps converted a few more 
Indians to the war effort but left 
the Congress, the Moslem League 
and a great majority of the popu- 
lation as indifferent as ever. 

Let’s call the roll of Indian ele- 
ments Britain so far has suc¢geed- 
ed in enlisting whole heartedly 
against the Axis. Though numeri- 
‘cally unimpressive, it is an inter- 
esting and diversified assemblage. 
First, comes the Indian Army led 
by British and Indian officers 
which fought well for the United 
Nations on many fronts. Next are 
the Indian princes who owe their 
power to British support and 
whose chief contribution is money. 
Third in importance are the Com- 
munists and their near relatives, 
the Radical Democratic Party and 
the All-India Student Federation. 
The Communists, outlawed as a 
party until a few days ago, were 
among the most implacable ene- 
mies of British rule in India. 


Small Influence. ; 
Russia's entry into the war 
changed that. Now the United 
Front against Japan and Germany 
is their main objective with the 
independence fight shelved until the 
end of the war. Estimates of the 
Communist Party membership vary 
greatly but none exceed 8000 for 
the whole country...

EPORTS from Croatia give a 
R very different picture of Axis 
difficulties in the Balkans 
from the one given in recent com- 
muniques, and reveal a state of 
unrest even in towns under full 
Axis control, surpassing the imag- 
ination. 

In Zagreb itself, the reports say, 
the murder of Italian and German 
soldiers in the blacked-out. streets 
occurs at least five nights a week. 
Practically every night Hitler's 
black-shirted Elite S. S. Guards 
call at the town hall of Zagreb 
for a number of hostages varying 
between 20 and 50, depending on 
the rank of the victim. The host- 
ages are shot immediately as re- 
prisals, 

Any loiterer in the streets after 
the 10 o’clock curfew is taken to 
the town hall for the night and 
considered a hostage. The inhab- 
itants are terror-stricken lest some-_ 
thing prevent them from return- 
ing home before the curfew. 

Barely a fortnight ago, accord- 
ing to the reports, two pleasure- 
seeking German soldiers called at 
a house. They were invited to 
come back the next day, but on 
their return they were greeted by 
two Croatians who promptly mur- 
dered them. As a reprisal, the 
Nazis surrounded the main square 
of Zagreb the next morning and 
arrested all pedestrians. Four hun- 
dred and fifty innocent victims 
are said to have been shot. 

The Croatians, who are world- 
famous as conspirators, are be- 
coming as expert as their Russian 
and Slav brothers in planting 
mines. The mines reportedly are 
furnished by parachute from Brit- 
ish planes. In a big Zagreb hotel 
housing German officers, it was 
recently discovered that patriots 
had mined the wooden seats in 
lavatories and several Nazis had 
@ narrow escape. 

In an attempt to suppress this 
constant state of rebellion, the 
Croatian Government recently is- 
sued a decree applying punitive 
measures to members of the fam- 
ily of a person suspected of per- 
petrating an aggression against 
occupying troops. The decree is 
not so severe, however, as its 
counterpart in occupied France 
and other countries. Instead : of 
listing brothers-in-law and cousins 
among those to be held respons- 


ed themselves with “parents, chil- 
dren, brothers and sisters.” 

Ante Pavelic, pro-Axis dictator 
of Croatia, reportedly receives an 
average of 50 threatening letters 
a week from exasperated Croa- 
tians. Outside the-capital the sit- 
uation is so insecure that the Gov- 
ernment renounced plans for 
moving to the ancient mountain 
town of Bajaluca because it would 
be impossible to guarantee the 
safety of officials in an isolated 
region. ,

Most of the civilian ferry cap- 
tains are fellows very much like 
myself. They once flew in the 
United States or Canada and they 
believe that after the war there 
will be a great opportunity in 


\trans-Atlantic flying. That's why 


I want as much experience as I 
can—and I feel, too, that I’m do- 
ing my part for our side. 

My wife, Mary, wasn’t any too 
keen about me taking this job at 
first. But she doesn’t mind so 
much now. She’s used to it. Our 
children, Robert Jr., five years old, 
and Mary Alice, three, don’t seem 
to care one way or the other and 
they aren’t impressed by my job 
at all, 

What is it ike to make a ferry 
trip to England in one of Uncle 
Sam’s big bombers? 

Well, here’s the story? 

The crew assignments officer at 
a Canadian airport calls me at 
home to tell me I have been as- 
signed a plane and a crew ~ for 
another ferry trip. It might be 
a Flying Fortress or a Catalina 
Flying Boat. We never know what 
type ship we'll fly next. Perhaps 
the crew will be old friends of 
mine or they may be strangers. 


Checks on Equipment. 

After the call from the Ferry 
Command, I check my navigation 
equipment, such as maps, charts, 
sextant, chronometers, protractors 
and rulers. 

During the afternoon before the 
trip, a meeting of all crews who 
are to take off is held at the 
airport. It’s called a_ briefing. 
There we get the latest informa- 
tion on new navigational aids put 
up since our last trip, the changes 
in operational procedures and 
warnings of dangers ahead such 
as prohibited areas over England 
and the aerial corridors free of 
balloon barrages and anti-aircraft 
guns. 

It’s a good idea to remember 
this information because you can’t 
go cruising over the countryside 
at random when you get ‘over 
there. We've all heard the story 
of the pilot who failed to identify 
his craft properly and was shot 
down by a fighter plane. 

At the briefing, too, we get our 
verbal orders, our destination and 
the route to be followed. There 
are a great many destinations for 
the planes today and many routes 
that might be traveled. 


Crews Co-operation Vital. 

After the meeting, I always get 
together with my crew to check 
over the plane and equipment. 
You've got to have the full con- 
fidence and co-operation, of your 
crew in this game, for each is de- 
pending on the other. 

The ship is ready for the take- 
off when it is assigned to a ferry 
captain. Maintenance crews have 
put it in perfect condition, and it 
has been loaded with fuel and 
freight. 

The night before a trip is a 
quiet one for me, spent with my 
family. The rules forbid alcoholic 
drinks for 24 hours before a 
flight. 

Next morning I meet the crew 
at the airport and we check the 
weather with the meteorologist. 
Then we map our flight plan, con- 
sidering the most favorable winds 
and flying levels at which we can 
avoid the danger of icing. 


Secret Code Obtained. 


Finally we agree on a plan and 
it ig approved. The ship’s papers 
are checked and signed. The 
radioman gets the secret code of 
the day. 

After the flight clearance is 
obtained, I taxi the ship to the end 
of the runway, gun the motors 
and we're on our way to an air- 
port in Newfoundland, the first 
leg of the trip. 

Usually I fly the ship manually 
most of the way on this leg, getting 
the feel of the craft and checking 
performance. I watch the — fuel 
flow from each tank carefully and 
switch from one tank to another 
at intervals to keep the ship’s 
balance, — 

Meanwhile, the radioman has 
advised the tower of our takeoff 
time and is prepared to send 
hourly position reports so that

ground personnel may record the 
ship’s progress. The navigator is 
checking our course and advises 
me whenever winds have blown us 
slightly off course. 

Automatic Pilot Used. 
During this time, I turn the 
ship over to “George,” the auto- 
matic pilot—and see that all auxil- 
iary equipment is checked care- 
fully. The oxygen supply must be 
adequate, fuel transfer pumps | 
working and the electrical system 
in good order. 

Almost before you realize it, the 

first stop is ahead. We must send 
identification and get landing 
clearance, 
* No sooner do we step out of the 
ship at this Newfoundland wilder- 
ness base than a maintenance crew 
takes over to check my report on 
the flight and the ship’s perform- 
ance. Fuel consumption is fig- 
ured carefully to learn the exact 
amount used. This provides a 
sound basis for planning the flight 
from this point to England. 

Should fuel consumption be too 
unsatisfactory, the necessary ad- 
justments and check flights are 
made before departure. You can’t 
leave things to chance in the fer- 
ry business. 

Again my crew and I study the 
weather reports and draft another 
flight plan from the forecasts fur- 
nished by the meteorologist here. 
Sometimes we arrive at our des- 
tination exactly on the minute as 
we had planned. 


Weather News Sparse. 

And you must remember there 
are no weather stations operating 
for hundreds of miles across the 
ocean. Wartime conditions pre- 
vent surface vessels,from sending 
their usual reports by radio, for 
the signal would disclose their po- 
sition to lurking submarines. 

If conditions do not look just 
right, I may decide to stay over- 
night at a comfortable inn near 
the field. When new pilots mak- 
ing their first crossing reach this 
base, they ususally are requested 
to spend the night before going 
on, giving them time to get over 
their “nerves” and rest up a bit. 
It’s a wise policy. 

There is a sign in Meteorologist 
Keith McLeod’s office that tells 
the story: “Better be a late start- 
er than a dear departed.” 

After we reach the ocean, oc- 
casionally we see ship convoys 
starting to run the submarine 
gantlet. But most of the way over 
we're above the clouds or in them, 
flying by instruments. : 
Plane’s Radio Rarely Used. 

Rarely do we use the radio. We 
don’t want to jam the air with 
signals when some flyer might be 
in distress and need help. Then, 
too, the enemy is always listening. 

Now we settle down to the long 
haul, - constantly checking fuel, 
wind drift, icing conditions and 
speed. By turning over the controls 
to “George,” I can conserve my 
energy for any emergency requir- 
ing extraordinary exertion. 

If we go up to an extremely 
high altitude, we don our heavy 
flying suits and use the oxygen 
masks. 

It would be more exciting to tell 
of playing hide and seek with 
German planes near England, but 
I’ve never experienced it, 

Very Pistol Ready. 

Near the coast of England, I 
put a loaded Very pistol in my 
lap to reply to any signal chal- 
lenge from a warship, plane or 
ground defense battery. When you 
are challenged, it’s. high time to 
let them know you're a friend. 

The master radio control at our 
destination leads us toward our 
field. But we must guard against 
false bearings from Gerr n radios. 
The radioman challenges each sta- 
tion to prove its identity before 
accepting any bearings. 

It’s a beautiful, comforting sight 
to gee the land after those long 
hours over the -zater and above 
the clouds. After landing I file 
my weather, navigation and ship 
operation report, greet the lads I 
may know at the field, and then 
hurry off to bed. 


And a sign on the door says: “Do 
not disturb for 12 hours.”

Proposes Revision to Fit 
Courses to Educational 
Needs in the Post-War 
World. 


LIFE RATHER THAN 


COLLEGE THE AIM 


Says Program Must Be 
for All, Whatever Stu- 
dent’s Plans or Needs 


Are.

Proposals for drastic revision of 


‘the entire curriculum of St. Louis 


public high schools, designed to 
“fit the high school curriculum to 
modern needs and prepare youth 
for life in the post-war world,” 
were sent to members of the Board 
ef Education yesterday by Super- 
intendent of Instruction Homer W. 
Anderson. 

Condemning the present high 
school curriculum, the pattern of 
which he said was fixed in 1900, 
Dr. Anderson called for a course 
of study designed to meet the stu- 
dents’ interests and prepare them 
for lite aiter graduation from high 
school, rather than for college. © 

High schools must offer a pro- 
gram suitable for all students 
whether or not they expect to en- 
ter college, Dr. Anderson said. He 
noted that the average daily en- 
rollment in St. Louis high schools 
last year was 21,626, and that only 
one-fifth of the ‘students who 
graduate from public high schools 
here actually enter college. In 1900 
there were only 1745 students in 
St. Louis public high schools. 


Dr. Anderson’s proposals closely 
parallel the findings of the survey 
of the St. Louis public school sys- 
tem made by Dr. George D. Strayer 
of Columbia University in 1939, 
which said that few high school 
pupils needed preparation for col- 
lege and recommend reorganization 
of the high school curriculum 
around actual problems of living, 
ather than around abstract princi- 
ples. 

The proposed curriculum is 
similar to that now used by many 
private progressive education 
schools throughout the country. 
As an example of the radical break 
with present courses of study, it 
is contemplated to give students 
credit in some cases for work ex- 
perience gained in part-time sum- 
mer or night jobs. 

Three Basic Groups. 

The curriculum is divided into 
three basic groups, with the 
student taking courses in each 
concurrently in each of his four 
high school years. The groups 
are: 

Problems of Living, “a co-op- 
erative effort on the part of 
students, teachers and parents 
to identify and solve the prob- 
lems of youth.” 

Seven Broad Areas of Learn- 
ing, designed to. acquaint 
students with each of the gen- 
eral fields of knowledge. 

Specific Courses of Instruc- 
tion, the individual courses on 
specialized topics which would 
be included in the curriculum. 

In the first group, which was 

tried experimentally last year in 
six schools, “no respect whatever 
is had for subject boundaries.” 
Emphasis would be placed on 
reading, writing and speaking, but 
problems studied would range from 
personal matters to a comparison 
of democracy with other forms of 
government. 

Goal of the second group is to 
provide each student with an un- 
derstanding and appreciation of 
language arts, social studies, 
mathematics, science, practical 
arts, fine arts and health and phy- 
sical education. It is suggested 
that motion pictures, phonograph 
records, radio and prominent 
speakers be employed as aids to 
instruction. 

“It is believed that when stu- 
dents once see that the material 
offered for study has an intimate 
relation to the solution of problems 
which men and women are facing 
that a genuine love for school work 
ean be developed,” Dr. Anderson’s 
statement says. | 

Specific Courses. 


Among the specific courses to be 
offered are most of those custo- 
marily found in the usual high 
school curriculum, but including 
subjects foreign to the standard 
curriculum, Among them are radio, 
personal and community problems, 
history of St. Louis and Missouri, 
race relations, the science and 
physics of aviation, machine tool 
operation, aviation drafting, prob- 
lems of home living, rural life and 
secretarial practice. It is pointed 
out that no single schoo] probably 
would be able to offer all the sug- 
gested courses.

“The high schools must meet 
the needs of all students and pre- 
pare them for life in a world 
which is infinitely more complex 
than the world of 1900,” Dr. An- 
derson says. “They must have an 
understanding of our democratic 
form of government and the obli- 
gations of citizenship. They must 
also receive vocational training to 
prepare them to make a living in 
this complex scientific age. 


“In 1900, the curriculum. repre- 
sented the accumulated traditions 
of the. old Latin schools of the 
past, and neither students nor par- 
ents questioned its sanctity. Par- 
ents were proud when the gradu- 
ate emerged, diploma in hand, 
supposedly endowed with a guar- 
antee of a white collar position 
and success in life. 

“This type of education is un- 
satisfactory now. The problem 
which now confronts Sst. Louis 
public high schools is: How can we 
give students more useful educa- 


practical curriculum to fit their 
everyday life? 

“There are no boundaries where 
learning begins or stops. Students 
may become interested in citizen- 
ship, or in transportation, produc- 
tion, vocations, or current. history, 
But the problem must be recog- 
nized, studied, and a solution 
sought with equal or greater 
thoroughness than a mathematical 
problem assigned in the algebra 
class.”

The COI also warned that it is 
a,mistake to believe or wish that 
the most privileged of the German 
youth have adopted Nazism as the 
easiest way to a successful career. 


“The primate requirement in all 
these institutions,” the report 
said, “are racial purity, physical 
fitness, mental alertness and good 
standing within the party fold. It 
is a mistake to assume that only a 
type of brutal ‘male animal’ is be- 
ing developed. What is more 
threatening is that here are de- 
veloped well-educated fanatics with 
one dominant idea, who eagerly 
place their all at the disposal of 
the.Fuehrer. They are capable ot 
performing all duties assigned by 
the party in a satisfactory man- 
ner. While the ‘old fighters’ who 
joined the 8. A. for various person- 
al reasons had on the whole only 
a vague understanding of the Nazi 
or A nag these youngsters con- 

tute a new type of combatants 
who are to take the leadership of 
the 8S. &., the 8S. A., the Hitler 
Youth and the army or labor ser- 
vice. They consecrate themselves 
to the will of Hitler, positively, 
voluntarily, unreservedly, for life 
and death. They believe that ‘he 
who serves Adolf Hitler, the Fueh- 
rer, serves Germany and he who 
serves Germany serves God.’ 


“Political Soldiers,” 


“Such an attitude is not to be 
explained on the ground of self- 
seeking motives, but, on the con- 
trary, by a voluntary repudiation 
of selfishness. The part of Ger- 
man youth which has gone through 
this training has become a com- 
plete and unquestioning band of 
Hitler-lovers whose code is: 
‘Puehrer order us and we follow.’ 
They are the ‘political soldiers’ of 
National Socialism.” 

Thus in education, as in almost 
all other things, the Nazis have 
followed a deliberate plan — to 
crush out intelligence in the con- 
quered countries and to focus the 
minds of German youths on mate- 
rialistic Nazi goals. There can be 
no doubt that President Roosevelt 
and Prime Minister Churchill had 
this situation in mind when they 
included the sixth point of the At- 
lantic charter: 

“After the final destruction of 
the Nazi tyranny, they hope to see 
established a peace which will af- 
ford to all nations the means of 
dwelling in safety within their 
own boundaries and which will af- 
ford assurance that all the men in 
all the lands may live out their 
lives in freedom and from fear 
and want.”

“A couple of generations ago,” he said, “our policenien were 
seldom brought into contact with 
the average citizen. 

“They usually were ‘called to a sa- 
loon to arrest a couple of drunken 
men who were shooting out the win- 
dows or wrecking the place. 

“But with the advent of the auto- 
mobile, the modern policeman now 
deals With respectable taxpayers 
who from carelessness or inatten- 
tion, happen to violate our traffic 
code. 

“This change in police duties in- 
volves our selecting more intelligent 
men who can use good English and 
demonstrate reasonable tact and courtesy. 

“Out of 200 applicants for positions on the police force, 
maybe 25 per cent finally survive the rigid physical examina- 
tions and written tests. | 

“But we still have the problem of teaching our officers the 
strategy of handling people with maximum diplomacy. 

“On a busy corner, for example, a traffic officer may see a 
car turning left in violation of the signs, Instead of merely 
reminding the offender that this is a ‘no left-turn’ corner, many 
officers can’t resist adding a few additional remarks, such as: 

“*‘Are you blind? Can’t you read? You better have your 
eyes examined! Are you sitting on your brains?’ 

“The unforgivable sin, as I consider it, Dr. Crane, lies in 
deflating the ego of those with whom we are dealing. I wish 
you'd give us our all-day educational clinic this year and em- 
phasize strategy in dealing with people.”

DES MOINES, Ia.. July 25. 
HE Army Sergeant who al- 
T rowed that the idea of forming 
a women’s army was as. ridi- 
culous as trying to grow eidel- 
weiss on top of the Empire State 

Building has changed his mind. 
Here at Fort Des Moines, where 
800 hand-picked heroines of the 
brand-new Women’s Army <Auxil- 
iary Corps have already learned 
to do about-face without. skinning 
each other’s shins, the girls have 
many a tough old top sergeant 


going around with a smile like 


melting lard. The idea that the 
gals were going to be-a greater 
nuisance than a broken key on a 
sardine can has gone into the dis- 
card, In the three days since the 
“Wacks” were initiated into the 
mysteries of close order drill, the 
mournful litany of the army lads 
has turned into ungrudging ad- 
miration. The Wacks have al- 
ready begun to prove themselves 
apt soldiers. 
“There’s only one shortcoming 
about this thing, and that is that 
we're two years late getting it 
started,” says Capt. Gordon C., 
Jones, who, from the beginning, 
refused to share the pessimistic 
peeve of some of the non-com- 
missioned officers and _ enlisted 
men stationed at Fort Des Moines, 


As Director of Training for the 


Wacks, Capt. Jones has a big job. 


But he’s doing no nervous nelly 
over the situation. Soft but sure 
spoken, he says he’s running no 
polishing emporium for a -bunch 
of flightly females, but a serious 
school for training intelligent 
women in the art of becoming good 
soldiers. 

“Sure, they'll be soldiers,” said 
this red-headed, 28-year-old, bach- 
elor captain in an interview. “But 
before somebody with a daughter 
in this outfit gets the idea that 


she’s going to get familiar with a 


gatling gun, let me point out 
that the girls won't get within 
pointing distance of a pistol. ‘They 
will march and drill very much the 
same as the regular army, with 
the same movements and forma- 
tions, but they will bear no arms.” 

Right now the Wacks are learn- 
ing the rudiments of close order 
drill, the army system for moving 
troops around as a body. They 
will skip instruction in extended 
drill. 

“No use for it,” says Capt. Jones. 
“We won't ever have to move these 
girls around on a battlefield.” 

Drill periods pop up twice each 
day in the WAAC crowded routine 
—from 7:30 to 7:55 each morning 
and from 3:55 to 4:15 each after- 
noon. The first drill session last 
Thursday left some of the softer 
sisters of Uncle Sam’s new petti- 
coat army perspiringly wishing for 
a chaise lounge back home, but im- 
provement has been rapid and 
Capt. Jones predicts it will be no 
time until the girls are so well con- 
ditioned that they will think no 
more of a 45-minute drill than they 
did of doing a little dusting back 


home. ae

HE art of military training is 
TT nothing new to this young trig- 
ger thinking officer whom the 
Secretary of War appointed to 


army-condition the Women’s Army’ 


Auxiliary Corps; which will even- 
tually reach the imposing total of 
150,000 women. A native of Colum- 
bus, Kan., and a graduate of The 
Citadel, famous South Carolina 
military college, Capt. Jones was a 
military instructor at The Citadel 
after graduation and when called 
for Army service in 1940 as a re- 
serve officer, was in his second 
year as comniandant of the River- 
side Military Academy at Gaines- 
ville, Ga., and Hollywood, Fla. 
Capt. Jones’ pet pride in the 
military training in store for the 
Wacks lies in its near duplica- 
tion of regular Army training. 
“It's surprising,” he says, “how 
very close we have been able to 
stick to the same methods in use 
in the Army.” , 
Although the actual training of 
the Wacks lies in the hands of en- 
terprising Captain Jones, the head 
man on the new women’s Army 
reservation is kindly, understand-

Auxiliary Corps, “is the fulfillment 
of-a military requirement. This 
is no piece of funny business, 
We're not. out on a project de- 
signed for the glorification of 
American womanhood. There are 
many thousands of soldiers inside 
the United States doing necessary 
work which should be performed 
by organized, uniformed military 
personnel and in the Wacks you 
have that personnel. 
technical units right now ahd are 
going to need more. The Wacks 
will release the men needed for 
those units.” 

Pleased with the way in which 
his Wacks have waded into Army 
life, Col Faith is reserving his “I- 
told-you-so’s” .for WAAC detrac- 
tors until the first companies of 
the new women’s Army move out 
of Fort Des Moines for actual 
duty. 

“They'll be no burden on corps 
area commanders,” he says. “When 
they leave they will be entirely 
self-sufficient. If I weren’t sure 
of that, I'd say that the whole 
school had better be stopped now.”

OR those of the Wacks selected 
F for specialist training in addition 

to the four weeks’ basic training 
which every Wack, officer-candi- 
date and auxiliary, must take, 
there will be bakers and cooks 
courses, motor transport and com- 
munications courses. The eight- 
weeks’ specialist bakers and cooks 
course, conducted by quartermas- 
ter officers, will turn girls with 
special aptitude for things culinary 
into cooks, stewards, meat cutters, 
bakers, food buyers, cost estima- 
tors, rationg calculators. The 
eight-weeks’ specialist motor 
transport course will train girls

for motorcycle dispatch riding, the 
driving of jeeps and ambulances. 
The Wacks will also get some 
training as truck drivers—one-and- 
one-half-ton trucks to begin with.

Jones, under whose jurisdiction all 
specialist training also falls, has a 
polite pish-tush.

Moines have on hand 
more than 80,000 requests from 
corps area commanders for Wacks 
needed to perform administrative 
duties, act ag switchboard opera- 
tors, statisticians, motor transport 
operators, decoders, dispatchers, 
post exchange clerks and business 
managers,

four weeks, depending on the 
weight of administrative work. a 
Wack is to take over. Spegialist 
communications courses run only 
two weeks. First military use of 
Wacks will be. right here at Fort 
Des Moines, when girls who have 
completed their communications 
course in switchboard operating, 
decoding, cryptography, elements 
of electricity and fundamentals of 
wiring, take over the post switch- 
boards and otherwise man post 
communications jobs. Several 
Wacks will also move into Col. 
Faith's office to handle adminis 
trative detail. 

“There are a couple of Sergeants 
in my office who are going to lose 
their jobs in a very short time,”

Col. Faith laughed. “And there are 
going to be Wacks in their places. 
That’s in line with our policy of 
using Women as rapidly as they 
can be trained in order to release 
men for combat duty.” 

Last Thursday the job of tough- 
ening the Wacks for Army serv- 
ice through physical training be- 
gan under the direction of Miss 
Catherine Van Renssaeler, an out- 
standing authority on corrective 
calisthenics. A truck driver in 
the last war, Miss Van Renssaeler 
pushed many a stalled ambulance 
out of the mud in France, and 
developed a handshake that would 
tear your clavicle right out of 
its docket. 

“We aren’t going to try to make 
these girls into professional ath- 
letes,” Miss Van Renssaeler said. 
“We are simply going to adapt 
the physical training manual of 
the Army to women.” 

Miss Van Renssaeler’s plan is 
to keep the Wacks fit by relieving 
them of the tension built up in 
civilian life, by loosening tight 
hamstring, shoulder and neck 
muscles, by straightening the ab- 
dominal muscles, and then working 
for’ flexibility. Once flexibility is 
obtained, she will put the girls 
through specia] muscle strength- 
ening exercises, and then work for 
mental and muscular co-ordination.

Question: I want to know of 
some way to resilver or refinish 
the backs of my dresser and dress- 
ing table mirror. If you do not 
know this, do you know where I 
can get this knowledge?

Answer: I believe the resilver- 
ing of mirror is a pretty technical 
job and is best done by someone 
experienced in this type of work. 
I do not know the actual process 
but usually a liquid containing silver 
nitrate is poured on the glass and 
then it is placed on a steam table 
and baked on. I think your best 
bet is to have the mirrors resil- 
vered at a regular mirror glass 
company. However, you might ob- 
tain fuller information about how 
to do the work from such &@ com- 


pany.

QUESTION: Could you tell 
me what to do to keep grass from 
growing between the flagstones in 
our garden walk? I think it is 
very unsightly and anyway it is 
a problem to cut. I would appre- 
ciate any advice you could give 
me.

Answer: The best way I know 
fis to dig out the soil and fill the 
spaces with sand, to the depth of 
about three inches. You can, of 
course, relay the flagstones in con- 
crete so that there are no spaces 
to worry about. If weeds or grass 
should come up through the sand, 
you can apply any regular weed 
killer to kill the: growth, rather 
than trying to pull or cut it out.

@ QUESTION: Recently, I got 
some mattresses out of the base- 
ment to put on the sleeping porch 
and, much to my horror, discov- 
ered that they were mildewed. Can 
you tell me how to remove this mil- 
dew stain? MRS. H. K. 


Answer: Old mildew stains are 
extremely hard to remove as they 
are caused by a fungus growth 
which attacks the fiber of the 
cloth. Washing will sometimes re- 
move the stains and you might try 
scrubbing the spots with a brush 
dipped in mild soap and water, 
allowirig the mattresses to dry in 
the sun. If this doesn’t work, try 
covering the stains with salt and 
lemon juice and let stand in the 
sunlight for a while. 


I think the most important thing 
for you to do would be to try and 
eliminate the dampness in your 
basement. There is a new product 
on the market which is supposed 
to be most successful in combating 
this problem.

have the old bricks if I wanted 
them. I would like very much to 
have them for a garden wall but 
I am afraid the laber of scraping 
them will cost more than they are 
worth.

Answer: Used bricks are most 
desirable because they are well sea- 
soned and also because they have 
such a nice weathered tone. And 
now, with building materials of 
any type so hard.to obtain, I 
should think it would be well 
worth your while to get - some 
young boy to do the work, as it 
requires no skill atall. It is very 
simple to chip the old mortar off 
with the edge of a hatchet.

Answer: The best way is to 
rub the ‘stain with some fatty sub- 
stance such as cold cream, butter 
or lard and let it remain on the 
stain for ashort time. Then 
scrape it off ‘gently and wash in 
hot water and soap. If it still re- 
mains you may bleach with chlo- 
rine or peroxide, but remember 
that this will remove the color 
from the fabric.
